Three years ago, our town was saddened by the 
death of two of its Selectmen within a few months’ 
time. The new Board has now worked together for 
three years. 


It has not been a simple matter to catch on where 
others left off so suddenly. We have kept our records 
straight, and accomplished a few things for the good 
of the Town. 


During this period, the Town House has been wired 
for electricity, the Voting Booths have been enlarged 
and provided with curtains and lights, and a system 
of record keeping has been set up. More improvements 
are in prospect. 


Snow plowing has shown improvement, although it 
may not seem soto some. In plowing door yards, it is 
impossible to be ‘“‘everywhere” at once. The roads 
must come first. The biggest problem regarding door 
yards is the fact that many are not fit to be plowed. 
Driveways should be made practical, so that the plow 
has a chance to do its work. 

During the last year, the Old Age Assistance set-up 
back fired and we got a re-imbursement instead of a 
bill. This is the first instance of the Law working 
that way in Town. Also during the same year, the 
Town was obliged to contribute to a Blister Rust pro- 
gram. The Gooseberry bushes collected were counted, 
but not delivered to the Town House as requested. The 
propagation of Blister Rust through a cycle between 
Gooseberry bushes and Pine trees sounds absurd, but 
this is an important matter, and control measures are 
necessary. 

Recent years have brought many new-comers to 
Thornton to live. We take this opportunity to officially 
welcome these people to town, and to wish them success 
and happiness here. Just one thing—please don’t keep 
those. Hedgehog noses so long, before bringing them 


to us for the bounty!

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ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Thornton School Board: 


My fifth annual report here presented contains 
the usual statistical tables and discussions of school 
administration that directly concern you and should 
be of interest to all people of Thornton. 


When the school calendar for the ensuing year is 
published among other statistics many people fail to 
find it and are uncertain about dates of opening and 
closing of school and days when no school sessions are 
expected. To remove that difficulty the 1948-1949 cal- 
endar is presented with explanations at the beginning 
of this report. 


A recent ruling from the office of the Commission- 
er of education makes a school year of at least 180 days 
mandatory. That requirement necessitates a year of 38 
weeks without much flexibility if schools are to close 
near the middle of June. The calendar follows:

Time lost on account of illness or bad weather 
should be made up in Saturday sessions immediately 
following the lost sessions. 


It was indicated a year ago that the revision in 
our geography program would allow for the comple- 
tion of geography in Grade Seven thus making time 
available in Grade Eight for work in science. This 
year, for the first time, eighth grade pupils are now 
receiving instruction in science. This change should 
be of value to them both as a means of better prepar- 
ation for the science which they will take in high school 
and thru a broadening of their own individual interests. 


From time to time, questions are asked about our 
testing program and the uses we make of the informa- 
tion obtained from those tests. An annual test of men- 
tal ability is given in grades one and four. A different 
test is used for each grade. Achievement tests are 
given at approximately the middle of each year. The 
results of the mental tests are not used definitely to 
label a child as slow, bright or superior. They are used 
as a general guide for teachers who try to meet indi- 
vidual needs of children and they also enable us to de- 
termine whether a given child is working up to the 
limit of his indicated capacity. The results of achieve- 
ment tests enable us to determine what parts of a pu- 
pil’s work need more attention and at what points we 
can give the most help. The tests used are sufficiently 
well standardized to give a very accurate picture of 
accomplishment at any period during the school year. 
A second achievement test is given later in the year to 
those pupils who showed marked deficiencies on the 
first one for the purpose of determining how much im- 
provement has been made and how effective have been 
the measures ’we adopted for help. The results of 
achievement tests and the actual daily work done by 
pupils are the two determining factors in decisions 
about promotions. My experience has shown me that 
promotion for those pupils about whose future success 
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there may be reasonable doubt is not a kindness or a 
help to them. In every case the Supt. and the teacher 
make every effort to reach a decision which will be for 
the ultimate good of the pupil. 


Thornton teachers in conjunction with elementary 
teachers in all other towns in this Union with the ex- 
ception of Plymouth are at work on the development 
of a program of Conservation teaching. The particular 
phase of conservation we are considering is that of 
Conservation of Forest Products. In this undertaking 
we have an opportunity to do some valuable pioneer 
work which ought to benefit the State as a whole and 
particularly our children in this town. 


At the time this report is written the approximate 
amount of State Aid that may be expected in December 
1948, has not been announced but it seems reasonable 
to assume that it will be very near the amount which 
was received in 1947. The primary purpose of increas- 
ed State Aid is not tax reduction but an expansion and 
improvement of educational opportunity within the dis- 
trict which receives that aid. The use of 1947 State 
Aid was restricted by action of the legislature but be- 
yond that one year school districts may spend State 
Aid funds at their discretion. If Thornton chooses to 
use State Aid money in accordance with the true pur- 
pose for which it is granted, steady improvement in 
our schools can be realized without undue financial 
burden to the town. 


There are only two towns in my Union which do 
not provide music instruction in the schools. Thorn- 
ton is one of those towns. However, sentiments that 
have been expressed to me seem to indicate that par- 
ents would welcome that additional opportunity for 
their children. If our budget can include the neces- 
sary money, I am hopeful that such instruction may 
be offered next year. If Thornton and the other towns 
in this Union can see their way clear to make adequate 
financial provision it ought to be possible to engage a 
music teacher who will devote his entire time to the 
schools in Union 48. Since I have always greatly felt 
the lack of music education in my own life, I am es- 
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pecially anxious to make it available for the children 
under my supervision. 


Transportation requirements in this town fluctu- 
ate from year to year but apparently will always be 
present. When we have families with children of 
school age living two miles or more from the school 
which those children attend, transportation becomes a 
statutory obligation. 


Our school furniture is showing signs of wearing 
out. We ought to begin gradual replacement of old 
furniture and continue until our schools are all prop- 
erly equipped. Our plan will have to be a gradual one 
because of the inflated cost of school furniture at the 
present time. 


The people of Thornton are to be congratulated on 
the appointment of a committee to investigate and re- 
port on school building needs in this town. As pointed 
out a year ago, actual construction should be deferred 
until such time as building costs are more reasonable 
and financial structure of the town will permit build- 
ing. As I understand it, the regular debt limit that 
Thornton may assume could not make ample provision 
for the kind of school house construction we ought to 
have. In view of local interest in this matter, two 
laws passed the last session of our legislature are 
worthy of thorough investigation and study. One of 
these laws makes legal the establishment of capital re- 
serves in anticipation of future needs and the other 
provides for the formation of cooperative schoo] dis- 
tricts when two or more towns wish to pool their re- 
sources. It may well be that one or both of those laws 
can offer some help in the solution of the problem on 
which you are now at work. 


At this time I wish to express my appreciation of 
the friendly and cooperative spirit which has existed 
in my contacts with the school board and the people of 
Thornton.
